Richard ; work was for a great 
part of the time concerned with 
the coal; mines of

Atheistic Attitude 


Early in her. stay in Russia 


Mrs. Richard was shocked by an 
active gesture of atheism seen in 
a young Russian, and., being the 
daughter of a Presbyterian min- 
ister, she -.was particularly in- 
trigued. She decided to learn the 
Russian language- as ~ a 
better 


means of' getting to know the 
people. 


Through this medium she con- 


quered a barrier to understanding, 


• and could form friendships among 
. her neighbors, an bccurance which 


wouldi~. e denied-an ordinary tour- 
ist Her liking for th> Russian 
people was mixed with a shocked 
pity, buf for their government she 
expressed 
an 
unreserved 
ab- 


horence. 


Regimentation, Housing 


Russia has a: population of 


185,000,000, comprised of some 150 
different peoples with almost as 
many languages. This vast country 
is under absolute regimentation, 
Mrs. Richard told her listeners, 
the details of which are carried 
out-to a remarkable degree.

There seems to be no lighter side 


to life in Russia an'd^no luxury of 
even the simplest kiiid. The Rich- 
ards were given more generous 
food, rations than their Russian 
neighbors and more fuel, but~even 
this seemed'far less than adequate 
to them. 


Cosijime, Narratives ' 


Mrs. Richard was dressed in the 


typical flowered dirndl, embroid- 
ered blouse, head scarf and boots 
of the country people and ex- 
plained in detail the practical uses 
of the garments. Among the many 
curios which were shown by the 
speaker was a finely embroidered 
square of table linen, the work 
of Alexandrova the last czarina 
of Russia. Another valuable item 
of her collection was an icon or 
sacred picture, which dated .back 
over'250 years. 


Mrs. Richard had many stories 


to tell her audience, some amusing, 
some more nearly tragic, but all 
revealing. Her life in Russia was 
not -an easy one and the journey 
to Asiatic Russia with the final 
lap on camelback as/well as'her 
six-week's stay there in a primi- 
tive household, was adventurous. 


The experiences of five years in 


Soviet Russia have given 
Mrs. 


Richard an. admitted missionary 
zeal in behalf of our own Ameri- 
can system of government.

Washington, Dec. 8—(AP) — 


Motorists may be asked shortly by 
the president to cut down volun- 
tarily on pleasure driving to save 
gasoline. 


This points up a national prob- 


lem in oil and in coal, too. Here's 
an explanation which government 
officials give. 


Take oil, first. 
Oil production this year is ex- 


pected to reach a record high. Yet, 
,t's not enough. The demand is 
greater than the supply. 


Why? Several reasons. There's 


a shortage of tankers, pipe lines 
and tank cars to move oil around. 


There's a shortage of the tools 


oil men need for searching out 
new fields and developing those 
they find. 


And this shortage of tools is 


due to the shortage of steel to 
make the tools 
The demand for 


steel also is greater than the sup- 
piy. Oil Shortage Nevt Vear 


The government 
expects some 


shortage of oil next year in states 
east of the Rockies. 


Officials paint this picture: 
The demand for 
gasoline 
for 


"arm work is almost double what 
t was before the war. 


The demand for gasoline for 


motor cars and trucks is a lot 
higher than before the war 


Railroads have been using more 


and more Diesel oil 
The use of 


t has been increasing at a rate 
of 40 per cent a year. 


This winter the demand for oil 


'or home heating will be 50 per 
sent higher than before the war 


And the demand for oil by vari- 


ous industries has increased. 


Now take coal. 


Car Shortage Important 


There's a shortage of certain 


kinds of cars in certain parts 'of 
the country. The main reason is 
a shortage of coal cars to move 
it when it's mined. 


When coal is mined it has to 


be hauled away because 
there's 


no place around the mines for 
storing it. 


So a lack of cars to do the haul- 


ing cuts down on coal production. 


Oscar L Chapman, undersecre- 


tary of the interior, told congress 
last week: 


"If it were not for the coal car 


shortage, it is believed that suf- 
ficient coal could be produced in" 
the United States to meet domes- 
tic demands as well as Europe's 
most pressing needs " 


The coal car shortage has meant 


a cut in the mining of better 
quality household coal in 
West 


Virginia and, to some extent an- 
thracite (hard) coal. 
i 


This has caused a temporary 


shortage of those coals in some 
midwcstern, southeastern and New 
England areas.
